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Sex Education Endorsed 


In enthusiastically endorsing sex edu- 
cation for Edmonton schools, the Mount- 
glen Home and School Association has 
taken a progressive and courageous step. 
This frank and exhaustive examination of 
the subject should encourage other asso- 
ciations to face the problem with equal 
candor. 

On August 28, this year, when The Ed- 
monton Bulletin asked its readers to ex- 
press their,opinions on the need for sex 
education in the schools, this office was 
flooded with thousands of letters whose 
writers were almost entirely agreed that 
such instruction should be given and that 
boys and girls should be separated for 
these classes, 

The present meeting of the Mountglen 
Home and School Association has con- 
firmed the findings of that informal sur- 
vey. It returns a definite and clear-cut 
answer to the query of the provincial 
department of education which, sensibly, 
seeks the reaction of parents and the pub- 
lic before putting such instruction on the 
curriculum, 

The department's viewpoint in this mat- 
ter is intelligent because sex education in 


the schools would fail in its purpose if 
parents were opposed to it or even luke- 
warm towards it. 

The Mountglen organization's viewpoint 
is intelligent because it has approached 
the subject in the same scientific and 
open-minded manner. 

The Mountglen Home and School Asso- 
ciation has established a fine precedent for 
kindred bodies throughout Alberta be- 
cause it has evinced a wholesome interest 
in a contentious and delicate subject that 
is too often avoided and evaded. 

For this is a matter about which a de- 
cided opinion is essential. A healthy atti- 
tude towards sex can probably be main- 
tained whether the public warmly en- 
dorses sex education in the schools or 
bitterly opposes it. But a healthy atti- 
tude towards sex cannot be maintained if 
the public is indifferent to it. 

Indifference to the sex knowledge of 
youth has created very nearly all the sex 
problems of youth, 

The Mountglen organization is to be 
commended, Its example of critical dis- 
cussion of this subject should be followed 
in every town and city in Alberta, 


A Museum for Edmonton 


Sir Eric Maclagen, former director of 
the famous Victoria and Albert Museum 
in London, told an audience at the Univer- 
sity on Monday night how this city should 
go about creating an adequate museum of 
its own, 

He advocated a modest start with facil- 
ities for expansion, Local exhibits in all 
branches of learning, including the visual 
arts, should form the nucleus of the collec- 
tion, 

Sir Eric’s advice, duly recorded by 
interested officials, is invaluable. He has 
the experience and distinction to speak 
with authority. 

And while other civic projects must 
obviously take financial priority over the 
establishment of a museum, his address 
and interview make it clear that no com- 
munity can be complete, in a cultural and 
educative way, without some means of 
satisfying the communal instinct for col- 


Liberal By-Election 


Liberal victories in the Algoma East 
and Rosthern by-elections assure the fed- 
eral government of a small but safe 
majority in the house of commons. 

Liberal voting strength in the com- 


mons is now back to 125 as against a 
combined opposition of 119. Had both the 
by-elections been lost, as the three previ- 
ous by-elections were lost, the government 
would have had a precarious margin of 
only two seats, 

This circumstance is probably one of 
the reasons why the Progressive Conserv- 
ative party did not contest either by- 
election, 

When a government holds power by a 
bare majority in the commons, there is 
always the danger that a snap division on 
some contentious subject may precipitate 
an election for which neither the govern- 
ment party nor the opposition parties are 
completely ready. 

Moreover, governmental authority held 
by a slim margin of seats tends to degen- 
erate into weak government marked by 
too many political deals and trades, 

Many will share the opinion that the 
Algoma East by-election should not have 


lection, 

Although the completion of an Edmon- 
ton museum must necessarily be a matter 
for the future, it need not be a matter for 
the far distant future. Nor is there any 
reason on earth to postpone the forma- 
tion of immediate plans for a museum to 
fit into the orderly pattern of this city’s 
growth and progress. 

It is clear that Edmonton cannot 
emerge as a completed metropolis over- 
night. But the larger the task Edmonton 
people assign themselves and the more 
elaborate their plans, the greater will be 
the challenge to their imagination and 
their enterprise. 

As the late Arthur Brisbane used to 
repeat, “What man imagines, he can do.” 
If we can imagine nothing, we can do 
nothing, 

That applies, to a projected Edmonton 
museum among other things.

It is interesting to note, however, that 
neither in Saskatchewan, where a CCF 
government is in power, nor in Ontario, 
where CCF provincial representation 
recently showed an upswing, did the CCF 
candidates in these present by-elections 
poll a vote that threatened the security of 
Liberal candidates to the slightest degree.

It is an old corny act. But it 
still draws applause from certain 
political galleries when someone 
beats his breast and announces 
that he is for human rights 
against property rights. There is 
here the implication that there is 
something inhuman or anti-human 
in the private ownership of prop- 
erty, that human rights would be 
better safeguarded if property 
rights could be swept into the 
dustbin. 

Now there have been and still 
are in economically and socially 
backward countries forms of 
property ownership which involve 
Oppression and injustice. Slavery 
Was one such form, Concentration 
of too much land in the hands of 
too few people, creating a large 
landless proletariat, is another 
and almost always leads to social 
unrest and upheaval in the long 
rua, 

But by and large the right to 
acquire and own property is one 
of the most precious human 
rights. It is no accident that it is 
always in countries where rights 
of property ownership have been 
most thoroughly abolished that 
elementary safeguards for the 
liberty and dignity of the indivi- 
dual are most systematically 
trampled on, The tyranny that 
takes away a man's savings, his 


land, his business or home will 
seldom stop short of taking away 
his life and liberty 
Part Of 
A Whole 

It Is also no chance coincidence 
that in the societies where the 


rights of property, subject to legal 
regulation against fraud and 
other abuses, are most firmly 


speech and press, assembly and 
election rest on the strongest 
foundations. Economie freedom, 
political freedom, intellectual and 
Spiritual freedom are parts of an 
indivisible whole. As the econo- 
mist Friedrich Hayek writes in 
his brilliant analysis of the trends 
of our time in “The Road to Serf- 
dom”: 

“What our generation has for- 
gotten is that the system of pri- 
vate property is the most im- 
portant guaranty of freedom, not 
only for those who own property, 
but searcely less for those who 


do not. It is only because the con- 
trol of the means of production 
is divided among many people 


acting independently that nobody 
has complete power over us, that 
we as individuals can decide 
what to do with ourselves.” 

For confirmation of Hayek's 
proposition one can ejte innum- 
erable decrees estblishing forced 
labor in various forms in the So- 
viet Union and jts satellite coun- 
tries, Milder forms of pressure, 
designed to prod or induce people 
to take or remain in jobs where 
the government thinks they will 
be most useful, have been em- 
ployed in Britain, where there is 
an attempt to combine economic 


collectivism with political free- 
dom, These forms of pressure 
in all probability, would‘ have 
been much sterner if Britain, 
during the postwar years, had 
been compelled to sink or swim 
by its own efforts instead of 
being propped by American sub- 


sidies. For, ag Sir Norman An- 
geli has observed, socialism is 
something that must be tried 
more as it fails more, 


In a book published before the 
First ‘World War, entitled “The 
Servile State,” the British pub- 
licit Hilaire Belloe foresaw as 
a result of collectivist “reforms,” 
a societye “wherein the  prole- 
tarian mass accepts security at 
the expense of servitude.” And 
in a Might of fancy Belloc, ima- 
gines the legislator in such a 
society declaring: 

“You may pluck roses, But as 
I notice that you sometimes 
scratch yourself, I will put you 
in prison unless you cut them 
with scissorg at least 122 milli- 
meters long, and I will appoint 
1,000 inspectors to go around the 
country seeing wiether the law is 
observed, My brother-in-law shall 
be at the head of the Department 
at 2,000 pounds a year.” 

If Belloc were alive today he 
could substitute factual . occur- 
rences for this fancy. Americans 
could have indulged in the same 
pastime under the dispensation 
of the OPA with its immortal 
order about cutting meat couch- 
ed in language so obscure that 
a congress of doctors of philoso- 
phy could not have understood it,

rights like to stress monopoly 
and exhorbitant profits as inevi- 
table evils in an economic sys- 
tem based on private enterprise,

Slum Area 

Editor, Bulletin—I read with 
interest Mr. George Prudham's 
article “Slum Danger in Tempor- 
ary Rental Housing Projects” in 
your Oct, 20 issue. 

I am a housewife in the Hospi- 
tal building, Exhibition grounds, 
leased by the Rental, Mortgage 
and Wartime Housing and, al- 
though this building was not men- 
tioned by Mr. Prudham, it is a 
potential slum. 

Admitted these suites are tem- 
porary dwellings, but surely they 
can be reasonably maintained un- 
til a time when more salubrious 
accommodation is available. 

Despite numerous requests for 
the roof of this building to be re- 
paired nothing has been done and 
water pours in all over the place 
after a heavy rain or a thaw. 
My husband has just redecorated 
our suite, at our own expense, 
for the second time in the 18 
months we have lived here, and 
it is disheartening when we know 
that after the first heavy rain 
there will once more be water 
stains on the ceilings and walls. 
-Last+year most of the children 
and many of the adults had se- 
vere colds throughout the whole 
winter, and there were several 
cases of pneumonia, Our doctor 
informs us that this is mainly due 
to the hot, dry air. The humidi- 
fiers of the furnaces are not op- 
erating because the water pans 
or floats leak, Once geain the 


gressive in the world, But it is a 
curious brand of logic that sees 
a cure for the evils of private 
monopoly in the setting up of an 
all-powerful collectivist state in 
which there would be no com- 
petitive stimulus whatever. 

As for profits one may cite the 
considered judgment of an ardent 
convinced socialist, Sir Stafford 
Cripps, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer in the British Labor 
government, Speaking to a trade- 
union audience, Sir Statford re- 
cently said: 

“The figure of profits distribu- 
ted by corporations is about one- 
tenth the total of wages and 
about a fifteenth of wages and 
salaries combined, So that even 
if corporation profits were re- 
duced by-a quarter—a very dras- 
tic cut—it would. mean an aver- 
age addition to wages and salar- 
jes of no more than fourpence in 
the pound, (About two cents in 
the dollar), 

“There is only one way by 
which we can with a given vol- 
ume of employment increase our 
real standard of living and that 
is by each of us producing more 
or, in other words, putting up our 
productivity,” 

This is just sound elementary 
economic commonsense, Sir 
Stafford is to be congratulated 
for speaking out so plainly, al- 
though it is doubtful whether the 


Labor Party emphasized these 
points in its pre-election cam- 
paign 


A substantially similar condi- 
tion prevails in the United States, 
Wages and salaries in 1946 ac- 
counted for 69.5° of the national 
income, as against 3.2% repre- 


sented by corporate dividends. 


Quite apart from the morality of 
pillaging people of superior 
thrift and industry, the proceeds 
of such pillage, 
these proceeds could be divided 
up equally, would not make pos- 
sible any appreciable improve- 
ment in the well-being of the 
population as a whole, 


Workers Feel 
Of Ownership 


There remains one more argu- 
ment of the anti-property camp: 
that in a collectivist, socialist or 
communist order the workers feel 


the factories “belong” to them 
and work with more zeal and 
enthusiasm as a result, The first 
comment on this theory is that 
there is no collectivist country 
where standards of labor produc- 
tivity are comparable with those 
in the United States, A second 
comment is furnished by a satiri- 
cal story that has recently leaked 
out of Czechoslovakia, 

According to the story an 
American visits a Czech national- 
ized factory and qotices a few 
automobiles around the entrance, 
He is told that the factory belongs 
to the workers, that the automo- 
biles belong to the bosses, Later 
a Czech, visiting an American 
factory notices the dense rows of 
automobiles parked near the gate. 
Asking the same questions, he is 
told that the factory belongs to 
“the bosses,” the automobiles to 
the workers, 

There could hardly be a better 
parable illustrating the point 
that state or public ownership 
is no assurance of a higher 
standard of living for the work- 
ers and employes—rather the 


contrary.

When the program had come 
to an end) and at times it seemed 
certain it never would) I realized 
that radio and I at last reached 
the fork in the road, In a way 
it wag a little disheartening to 
arrive at this inevitable parting. 
I make the odd buck broadcast- 
ing, I need the dough, 

But there's no point in ignor- 
ing the truth forever, 1 would 
sooner face a King Cobra than 
a microphone, Aleo, it just hap- 
pens that I always sound on the 
air as if I were speaking from 
the bottom of a full tank of fusel 
oll, 

This is caused by nothing more 
or jess than plain terror, | was 
petrified with fright the first time 
I went on the air 15-odd years 
ago, In several hundred subse- 
quent trips to the mike this con- 
dition persists, 

A script in my _ trembling 
paws becomes a blur of mean- 
ingless words, Called upon to 
ad lib (as in Saturday's pro- 
gram) I may say something com- 
pletely irrational or, in the midst 
of a lively debate mutter the 
perfect non-sequitur, 

The voice itself seems in con- 
stant danger of soaring off into 
high, girlish laughter, Should 
somebody make a vague joke my 
laughter is wildly intemperate, I 
claim to be the heartiest laugher 
in radio today, I'll laugh at any- 
thing. 

All this is unnerving enough in 
the studio, In modern broad- 
casting, which allows the per- 
former to go home and listen to 
himself, trapped on a record, it 
multiplies the agony by two. 

This is particularly embarass- 
ing for a man who hangs out his 
shingle as a critic of radio and 
even occasionally suggests that 
such a broadcaster might be ad- 
vise to give up and go in for 
plumbing or berry-growing, If I 
am going to respect my own 
judgement I have got to retire, 
even if it costs me money.

Be Yourself 


Most of my recent broadcasts 
have been of the round-table dis- 
cussion variety and since I am 
now looking on radio in retro- 
spect I feel free to bring you the 
inside story of how these are car- 
ried out. 

The participants arrive at the 
studio, are introduced and retire 
to their corners to dance nerv- 
ously up and down, as it were, 
on the resin boxes. The producer 
or “chairman” then shows up. 
He is almost always a an for lron 
nerve and hearty mien, The little 
tin microphone holds no terrors 
for him, no sir, 

“All right, now, folks,” he says, 
“Let's make this a good, lively 
debate, Let’s all be just as na- 
tural as if we were sitting around 
a fireplace with a drink in our 
hands, Interrupt each other if 
you wish, Just forget all about 
the microphone.”

Dread Nightmare 


For Nervous Man 


Fine. Me then seats you fn @ 
sinall studio as bare and bright 
as an execution chamber, You 
have a brief “warm up” with 
everyone brittle and elaborately 
relaxed, Only the fluttering 
fingers and the twitching lips re- 
veal the suppressed panic among 
the contestants. 

The producer then looks up at 
the clock on the wall, The sec- 
ond hand sweeps smoothly about. 
“We will begin recording,” the 
producer says with easy famillari- 
ty into the face of the mike, “in 
10 seconds from... NOW!" It 
is the moment before the trap 
door drops out from beneath the 
condemned man's feet, the sec- 
ond before the time bomb ex- 
plodes, the long skid on ice with 
the chasm ahead. 

There is a deathly silence, All 
eyes are on the second hand, 
Through the windows of the con- 
trol room you see the engineer 
crouched intent at his dials, Nine 
seconds... eight... seven.,. 
six. And at precisely this point 
my mind goes a complete blank. 
I am apt to find myself desper- 
ately trying to remember what 
subject we are about to discuss. 
I am absolutely certain that the 
first time I open my mouth noth- 
ing will come out but a little toy 
squeak. 

Indeed, I am conscious of noth- 
ing from then until the end of the 
program except a montage of 
confusing and contradicting 
thoughts, most of them irrelev-

When I stumble blindly from 
the studio out into the real 


world again I am always filled 
with remorse, Ten thousand tre- 


mendously witty remarks queue 
up in my brain, each one of 
them a telling commentary on 
the subject which now lies limp 
on the surface of a transcrip- 
tion. 

The only hope for me now 
lies in the off chance that I can 
convince some producer to put 
on one of these programs under 
my own conditions, 

I see it all now. A cheery fire 
in the grate, A little past mid- 
night, the time when a man's 
mind sees things clearly and 
yet with mellowness, The partici- 
pants hold tall glasses in their 
hands, Indeed, they are all ever 
so slightly drunk, or at that 
magic point where every lubri- 
cated remark seems deathless, 

We will have warmed up witha 
few reliably controversial sub- 
jects, as well as the highballs, 
preparing ourselves as baseball 
players do when they swing four 
or five bats. 

The microphones will be well 
hidden in the upholstery or be- 
hind books or cunningly placed 
in the table lamps, The producer 
and his engineers will be put 
out in the kitchen or down in 
the basement, where they won't 
disturb the heavy thinkers.
